We enireat tiiat every man, woman and child 
who has not hod the ye!''ow fever leave the city 
at once, without aday’sdel:.y. There is noth- 
ing to be gained bv rem nin here. Businsse 
is as effectually killcd for the next three 
months as if we had ten thousand cases instead 
ofsceven. Hercuficr, until the Health Board 
a) nou: ccs that it is safe forthe people to come 
back, there will not be employment for any 
but doctors and nurses (and we hope that will 
be limited dase vat un rate). All mechani- 
cal business nas be stopped 
this week. No or offices 
will be kept save where 
men are employed who have had the fever. 
There will be nothing todo. It wil, therefore, 
be a prudent thing tor all to remove irom the 
city, and get as speedily as possible to a place 
of satety. As we have said, we may not have 
an epidemiac—the fever may stop as suddeniv 
as it begun, but it will be most sensible to 
act as if we were positive that it was goine 
to be epidemic, and take time by the 
forelock. Alive man is of moie value than a 
million dead men. Ihe past teache that theie 
is but one and only one:vre avenue of escape 
from yellow tever—flleht. Last yer ninety- 
eight per cent. oia'ithe white people who re- 
mained here were taken with tye fever, and 
seventy percert. did. in other words, only 
two of every hundied escaped, and the doctors 
and nurses, a ter tie expenditure of tabulous 
sums of money. great skill and a sleepless v'¢- 
ilance, could only save eightren out of every 
hundred. Surely we do nov want these apnal- 
ling figures repeated. I every one who has not 
had the fever will goaway, we will not. By 
as many as stay we will. There is no known 
specific tor this terrible disease. 
The doctors cannot grapple witn it 
with the assurance that char- 
acterizes them in the treatmcntfof any other 
oft our local fevers. They have not yet been 
able to finda medicine tnat will srrest the 
speedily-killing poison which disinie-rates the 
blood, and delivers its first blow at the very 
seat of life. The best of them stand appu'led 
at its suddenness of attack. its overwuelminæ, 
savage and releniless subjection of 
the will as well as the physique 
to ii: purposes, and the wholesale destructton 
of life that follows upon its appearance. Two 
in ten is but a s'im chance for lite. Tue theory 
of sanitary statisticians is that the dcath rate in 
a Whole year should not be nore than eigutgon 
in a thousand. These figure’, and the tacts 
we have luid before our icvadcrs, should be 
sufficient without ano.uer 
us to induce the removal 
every one who has not bad the fever. 
quarantine is declared, as it may be, it will be 
too late. All who ere here then will be forced 
(oO remain whether they will itor not. We re- 
peat, then, our urgententreaty that without 
waiting for further developments every man, 
woman and child leave tiie city to-day or at 
faribest by to-moirow night, who has not had 
the yellow fever. We advise this as a measure 
of precaution justificd bythe dearly- bought 
experience of the awful epidemic of 1878. 


No Fait in Quarantine. 
Fi om the Memphis Appeal. ] 

We have lost whatever faith weever had in 
quarantire. The yellow fever now prevailing 
here is ot undisputed locai origin. We have, 
therefore, no confidence in the efficacy of 
quarantine to prevent a recurring visit of 
the plague.

founds the most expert. There is not,and has 
ane been , a case of yellow tever reported this 
summer anywhere on the gulf or 
South Atlantic coasts or in the interior of 
the country save here, and we have not had 
any Cuban, Mexican, Brazilian or West Indian 
visitors. Therefore it could not have heen im- 
ported. The tkeory of local origin, whatever 
may have been the causes of its first appear: 
ance, ie thus well establishea, and the quaran- 
tine theorists will have to step down and out.

A POST-DISPATCH re porter took a late train

The 
Quarantine buildings stand back some d.stance 
trom the edge of the river. The oldest building

A lerge brick building stands about fifty 
yards northwest of the Stone House, where 
tue Superintendent, Mr. Dan O’ Madigan, lives 
with bis family. Here are the gencra! offices 
of Quarantine and the store rooms. The nurses 
and other workinemen and the doctors eat in 
this building, and the gencral kitchen of the 
hospital is here. The house is adapted for the 
caie of sick, the rooms being so large and airy 
that they could accommodate a great many 
patientsif a neecssity were to arise. It has 
been built about six years, but has been reno- 
vated. It was here that Katie McSorley, the 
daughter of the superintendent, dieu last year.

DEATH OF GREENBACKISM. 

If greenbackism is an ugly word it repre- 
sents a still more ugly thing. However 
honest many of the misguided believers of 
the“ Greenback “ doctrines may be, as a 
party, the Greenbackers represent nothing 
in politics except the densest ignorance led 
by the lowest demagogues.

The Opinions of Several Lead- 
ing Physicians. 


A Unanimous Belief that there is No 
Danger Whatever. 


The Sanitary Authorities Doing 
their Whole Duty. 


The City Cleaner than Ever, and the Quaran- 
tine Regulations Perfect. 


Since the yellow fever epidemic has broken 
out so virulently in Memphis, which is not so 
very far distant from this city, people have be- 
gun to fear that there was danger to be appre- 
hended of its spreading to St. Louis. Last 
year, it will be remembered, the scourge flrst 
appeared and ravaged New Orleans; then, 
spreading northwards, Mississippi suftered 
terribly, especially the ill-fatea Gren- 
ada, which was literally decimated. 
Its most northern limit, thatis whereit raged 
in all its fury with unababed virulence, was 
unbapvy Memphis. This year the yellow 
plague has chosen the latter city as its start- 
ing point, and hence thore are persons who are 
apprehensive that in case the epidemic should 
become general it will this year spread much 
further North, and perhaps embrace St. Louis. 
In order to ascertain the views of 
the medical fraternity upon this 
vital and important question PostT-DISPATCH 
reporters were instructed to interview fsome of 
the prominent physicians of the town. The 
main object of these interviews was to find out 
the opinion of the medical profession as to the 
possibility of the dreaded disease spreading in 
this city even if there should happen to occur 
a few sporadic cases. It willbe observed that 
there is a remarkable unanimity of opinion 
among our medical men that the pestilence can 
never find a foothold here. 

DR. HENRY VAN STUDDIFORD 

was waited upon at his office, and was willing 
to answer the reportorial interrogatories, but 
did not care to go into an elaborate scientific 
explanation. As the Doctor said: I can tel 
you enough for a learned thesis, or a long arti- 


cle for an encyclopzxdia, but I preter to give 
my opinion short and simple.’’ Accordingly 
the reporter put his queries. 

eis there a chance of the yellow fever spread- 
ing to St. Louis?’’ 

In my opinion, no!“ was the concise and 
briet reply. 

Even if one ortwo sporadic cases should 
occur here, would there be danger of its 
spreading?“ 

**Certainly not. 

‘*‘What precautions should the health officers 
adopt to prevent even its possibility?’’ 

They are doing all that is necessary, 
the doctor’s laconic response. 

What are the chances of the epidemic be- 
coming general in the South this year?’’ 

None whatever, wasthe unhesitating an- 
swer.

DR. CHARLES VASTINE 
did not think there was any probability of the 
yellow fever spreading to this city. He had no 
apprehensions on that score. Even if there 
were two or three isolated cases of vellow fever 
here, said Dr. Vastine, ‘‘there would not be 
a particle of danger from an epidemic.’ 


He believed tbat the Health Commissioners in 
establishing a rigid quarantine were doing all 
that was requisite. He thought the author- 
ities had taken all needful precautions against 
the possibility of the grim yellow monster 
reaching the city. As to the probability of the 
disease becoming generally epidemic in the 
South, the doctor confessed that that was a 
very hard question to answer. Viewing it in all 
its aspects he though it would not spread so 
generally in the South as last year, but of 
course there was a possibility of its so doing. 
He did not think, however, that St. Louis need 
have any appiehensions whatever. 

DR. KOLBENHEYER 
said: 

‘‘Ido not know anything of yellow fever 
more than what I learned from books and the 
experience of others. I think the citizens 
need not fear a visitation from yellow fever. 
I do not believe that one or two sporadic cases 
would cause a spread of the disease here. 

‘*What precautions shouid be taken by offi- 
cials?’’ 

Keep the city clean.“ 

Do you think that yellow fever will ravage 
as it did last year?’’ 

No, Ido not. Ibelieve the yellow fever in 
Memphis this yearis only a continuation ot 
last year’s epidemic.’’ 

The Doctor here cited the cholera of ’66 and 
its mode of spreading in Munich. Each year 
it diminished in severity. 

AS for Memphis, 1 believe there is a local 
reason for the epidemic, a detective sewerage 
system. Acreek called Wolt Creek runs along 
ut the back of Memphis; the water is already 
stagnant andthe city s sewers lead into this. 
Under a burning sun this certaialy gives off 
germs ot disease. 

DR. F. G. ROBINSON, 
in reply to the first question put by the re- 
porter, said he did not believe the yellow te- 
ver could spread here. Even if one or two 
cases should crop up here, he did not think 
from our experience last year there was great 


danger, because there was a sufficient number 
of cases here to have formed a good starting 
point tor the fever if the conditions had 
prevailed for the spread of the scourge. Dr. 
Robinson believed the health officials had 
taken all necessary precautions towards keep- 
ing the yellow fever at a distance. He be- 
lieved the officials were very efficient. He 
thougbt Mr. Francis deserving of a great deal 
ot credit for the way he has actedinthe mat- 
ter. As to the fever becoming sucha general 
epidemic in the South as last year, the doctor 
was not inclined to think it would. The great 
difficulty—the great safeguard against a spread 
—would ve the want of material, as, perhaps, 
the majority of those who were liable to take 
it hud already had it last year. 
DR. M’PHBETERS 
was tound at his office on the southwest cor- 
ner of Tenth and Olive streets, and to the 
question ot what is the outlook tor a possible 
intection in St. Louis, promptly said: 
No danger whatever.“ 


‘*You are not of the opinion then that there 
is any danger ot the fever here?“ 

There is no danger whatever. If the fever 
continues at Memphis and those lower points, 
and several intected patients manage to evade 
our quarantine and get into the city, then a 
few sporadic cases may occur—will, in all like- 
lihood—but there is no serious danger what- 
ever on that score. Just such 
piagnes have raged before, and 
have appeared in a virulent form at New York 
and Philadelphia,but although those cities are 
further North than St. Louis it has never more 
than made itseif felt here. During my con- 
nection with the Marine Hospital as managing 
surgeon I received many fever-Stricken refu- 
gees trom this city proper, but no spread of 
the disease resulted, and my opinion is that 

fellow fever can never become an epedemic 
lere. Every precaution, though, should be 
used by the Board of Health as to the sanitary 
condition of the city.’’ 


DR. BAUMGARTEN 
holds that there will be no cases of yellow fe- 
ver having their origin in St. Louis 
this season. 

The city never was in a better hygienic 
condition,’’ saidhe, ‘‘andit is nonsense for 
any one to entertain the fear for a moment that 
it will be prevaient here. If, say, one hundred 


yellow fever patients were transported to the 
city and quartered under one roof, then there 
would be sporadic cases in that vicinity, 
but nothing more. The climatic 
influences here are not partial to the dis- 
ease, although it has-raged,further north by 
several degrees on the seaboard. Memphis is 
a pest hole, nothing less, and as long as that 
bayou exists in proximity to the city just so 
long will epidemics rage.’’ 

‘*You do not tear an invasioa of St. Louis by 
the scourge then?’’ 

Not at all; it is an utter imporsibility.’’ 


DR. D. v. DEAN 
was found atthe City Hospital, 
has charge. 

„Will the yellow fever spread to St. Louis?“ 
I no cases are brought here there is no 
danger. Ifcases are brought here, or if per- 
sons come here with the germs of the disease in 


their systems aud afterward become sick, we 
are likely to have it.’’ 

If sporadie cases should occur here, would 
tbe disease be likely to become epidemic?’’ 

‘*I do rot think sporaaic cases will occur 
here, using sporadic in the strict medical 
sense. 

Wat precautions should the health author - 
ities and citizens adopt?“ 

‘Citizens should observe perfect clean- 
liness nd temperance ; the 
health authorities shoul re- 
move all cases that may occur in the city to the 
quarantine hespital and should compel all sus- 

d cases coming into the city to go to the 
same place. It should be the duty of every 
one who knows ef or fairly suspects a case 
here to report it immediately to the 

oner.’’

DR. A. JAMINET 
was found at his office, 1119 Locust street, 
and inanswer to the several questions pro- 
pounded to him, made the following state- 
ment: There will be no sporadic cases here 
unless imported. I think the health au- 
thorities have already done all 
in their power. The people should 
change nothing of their way of living, and par- 
ticularly let them not get scared. St. Louis is 
certainly as well prepared for the fever this year 
as last, and I believe our chances of escaping it 
are better than last year. I see no reason yet 
for any uneasiness.’’ 
DR. M. YARNALL 

said he had not given the subject ot yellow 
fever any great consideration inasmuch as his 
practice lay in a lire where his attention 
would not be called in that direction. In an- 
swer to the questions put by the reporter he 
said: ‘‘I do not believe the yellow 
fever will extend to St. Louis, 
and 1 do not believe any sporadic 
cases will arise hére, nor dol believe we should 
have an epidemic if there were sporadic cases 
bere. In 1873 steamboats lay atthe wharf of 
St. Louis with yellow fever cases on board, but 
the disease did notspreau. And there were 
scattering cases, imported and 
ic, here last year, 80 
Louis has had ample opportunity 
to have an epidemle if it should arise from 
sporadic cases. I believe the health officers 
are doing all in their power, and doing all they 
ought to. Ithink every physicianin the city 
is entirely satisfied with their action. All the 
people need isto be carefui of their mode of 
living. The city is in excellent sanitary condi- 
tion. Iride over the streets every diy, 
and see most of them, and I 
am confident I never saw them in such good 
condition as they are to-day. From this itis 
natural for me to saythat I believe we are 
much better protected against an epidemic of 
yellow fever this year than last.“ 

DR. THOS. O'REILLY 
was found at his office, Eighteenth and Wash- 
ington avenue, and, in answer to the ieport- 
er's questions, answered in substance as fol- 
lows: 

do not anticipate the yellow fever here at 
all, nor do Ithink there is any danger of an 
epidemic from sporadic cases. We had 
scattering cases here last year, 
but no epidemic. I think we 
bad one sporadic case, that is one case to 
originate here. Atleast we are unable to dis- 
cover where the patient had contracted the dis- 
ease by contact with an infected person. The 
Health officers are doing their duty, but the 
sanitary officers of this city are the engineers 
who made the sewers. We have the best sewer- 
age system here inthe world, and that is 
why St. Louis is such a healthy city. The 
health of Sst. Louis is twice as good 
as it was when [came here thirty years ago, 
simply because of the admirable drainage that 
has been constructed. Ido not think we were 
in any danger of an epidemic last year, and we 
are in less danger of it this year.’’ 

DR. SPINZIG, 

formerly Superintendent ot tne City Hospital, 
and at present a member of the School Board 
from the Fifth Ward, was found at his office. 
The doctor has made a study ofepidemics. In 
1874 he edited a pamphlet of about one hundred 
pages on variola (small-pox), in 1877 a similar 
one on cholera and in 1875 another on yellow 
fever, each opposing the prevalent ideas 
concerning these diseases. Last 
year he read a paper entitled 
‘‘Testimony in reference to the scientific 
evidence of the causes and mode of spreading 
yellow fever,’’ betore a committee ot United 
States Senators investigating the origin and 
spread of yellow fever. 

Dr. Sprinzig said: ‘‘I hold views entirely dif- 
ferent from the other physicians of the city. 
What thev assumelIdeny. What they take as 
a buse—viz: the existence of a ‘germ,’ I holdis 
absolute nonsense. Dr. Linton and Pro- 
fessor Waters, both now dead, were 
the only ones that agreed with me, 
Thereis no such thing asa germ ot disease. 
Itis nonsense. Epidemics and disease arise 
from acertain condition of the human body. 
I have here a paper on ‘The physical in- 
fluences upon which the occurrence of epidem- 
ics are dependent, and those ot yellow fever in 
particular,’ which I will read before the Am- 
erican Association for Ad- 
vancement of Science, 
at Rochester. New York, 

I can not allow any portion of it to be print- 
ed now, asthe society will exclude anything 
that bas ever been made public before.“ 

What are the chances of St. Louis being 
visited dy yellow fever this year?’’ 

They need not fear a visitation. The only 
causeisthe weather. The so-called summer 
extreme, causing a diminution of atmospheric 
pressure, an increase of heat and ‘a 
deficiency of rainfall, gives rise to 
a certain state of the human 
body which causes the disease. The idea of 
‘catching’ the fever, disinfecting boats and 
goods and quarantining against Memphis is 
nonsense.’’ 

‘*You do not believe, then, that one ortwo 
sporadic cases in St. Louis would cause the 
fever to spread?“ 

„Not at all. It would not spread. N 

What precautions do you think the citizens 
and health officers should take? 

The city should be well cleansed, the tene- 
ments depopulated so that all could live com- 
fortably, and the people have public baths. 
These things promote what is called the force 
ot resistance. 

In support of his theory as to the causes of 
yellow fever, the doctor exhibit- 
ed Aa table showing that during 
the late epidemics, according to the United 
States Signal Service, there was a decrease of 
atmospheric pressure, an increase of heat and 
a deficiency of raintall. 

Dr. Spinzig said that though all the doctors 
at the meeting at Rochester would be opposed 
to his ideas, with the facts and figures he had 
at his disposal he would beable to convince 
them that thereis no such thing as germ in 
variola, cholera or yellow fever.

an bonored member and ollicer, your commit- 
tee respectfully submit for your action the sub- 
joined resolutions: 

WHEREAS, by decree of Providence our well- 
beloved brother and fellow-citizen, Derrick A. 
January, bas been called from the scenes of 
earth; and 

WHEREAS, it is proper that one who has 
been so prominent in the business and social 
affairs of this community should be honored by 
a public expression of the esteem and regard 
in which his memory is universally held; there- 
fore, be it 

Resolved, That the secretary of this Exchange

A CHILD-MURDERESS. 


Keeping a Pillow Over the Little One’s 
Head for an Hour. 

The inquiry into the charge against Mrs. 
Annie Took of having wilfully murdered the 
illegitimate child of Mary Hoskings in Exeter, 
England, has resulted in a confession. The 
prisoner said: ‘‘I want to tell you that I mur- 
dered that child, and no one else had anything 
to do with it. I had that baby from two ladies 
and a gentleman. I do not blame the mother, 
but the lady with her has put it 
into my head. On Monday, the 12th inst., 
about three o clock in the after- 


noon, the baby was put inthe cradle with 
the feeding bottle, and went to sleep. My 
children had all gone to school. I took a pil- 
low and put it on its head, and kept it there 
for nearly an hour.’’ Prisoner, continuing, 
said she afterward put the body in a box, and 
kept it there until the day before the murder 
was discovered. Onthat day she took the 
body out of the box, took off the clothes, ana 
cut the body up. She first mutilated it to pre- 
vent identification, and then cut off the head. 
The arms and legs were cut off with a chop- 
per found in the house. There was very lit- 
tle blood, and the marks on 
the face were caused by her 
hacking it with the chopper, as she could 
not bearto look upon the little fellow, and 
turned away her head. In the night she took 
the remains out and threw them in the mill- 
leat. When asked if the child’s parents or 
any of its friends had been to see her, she said 
she had never seen the mother or any of them 
since the day they brought it to her on Barth- 
olomew street, and added: I should never 
have done it if Mrs. Tonking, the sister of the 
mother, had not put it into my head. She 
(Mrs. Tonking) said: ‘It’s a poor, sickly 
little thing. Put it into the Union and get rid 
of it. We will never ask any questions about 
it, and you need not trouble yourself about 
us.“ Sbe said she believed the mother was 
perfectly innoeent, and would have taken the 
child away if Mrs. Tonking would have let 
her.

Wednesday evening, lay a bright, pleasant- 
featured young man, recovering from the 
fatigue and hardships of a long walk, which 
he had finished only a few hours before.

He started from Chicago 
at 4 o’clock on the llth of June. and 
arrived at 8:45 o clock W ednes- 
day morning in Jersey City., where be was 
met by about 150 persons who knew of his 
coming. Jobnson performed the tramp un- 
dera contract, but says that he could not 
be induced to do it again for a good deal of 
money. He was accompanied 100 miles out of 
Chicago by J. H. Webb, a sporting man of 
that city, on horseback, and subsequently 
W.MecVeagh of Bristol, Ind., rode behind 
him as far as Cleveland. From there he 
was watched by Henry Anderson of Berea, 
O., until he reached Dunkirk, in this State. 
The rest of the way be had to jog along 
unattended. His papers bear the signatures 
of scores of journalists, telegraph opera- 
tors, railroad agents, hotel men, and others 
in the places through which he 
passed, certifying to his walking. 
Vhen he arrived in Ashtabula, O., he found

within the now brief period during which it 
can be held together. e hope and trust that 
such may, indeed. be the upshot. This com- 
munity bave borne with much delay and pro- 
crastination that seemed frivolous; they have 
seen exhausted the original appropriation 
which the advocates and organizers of the 
convention assured the Legislature would be 
abundant, and are now watching the con- 
sumption of $25,000 more, five-sevenths of 
which they will, of course, have to pay.
